ought to be carefully handled. 
As the 


whirligig of politics makes it impossible 
of William Garrard to hope to be re-ap- 
pointed, we naturally look ovor the 
field and inquire who is tho best of thq 
' applicants. All of the men aspiring 


possess merits—no doubt about it, but 
at the same time not all of them would 
make ideal Wardens. A careful survey 
of the whole crowd leads us to the con- 
clusion that Frank Bell, of Keiio, is the 
most fitted for the place. Mr. Bell has 
been in active life for nearly a quarter 
of a century, is honest, upright, and of 
A 1 executive ability. II U needless 
for us to sound his praises to the peo- 
pla of Nevada. He is too well known 
to require any such at our hands. The 
legislature should study the public good 
in the appointment of this responsible 
•officer. 


The Eeveille is evidently deeply in- 


terested in its cause and candidate. 
The JOURNAL takes pleasure m fully en- 
dorsing all thut it has said, and iu its 
opinion there is not a man in the State 
of Nevada who would make a better 
Warden than Frank Bell. He is as hon- 
est as the day is long; he is not addicted 
to the use of intoxicating liquors, so that 
his haad is always clear; he does not 
_garubla, therefore it is impossible for 
him to ever be short in his accounts.

ABOUT THE STATE PBISON. 


Controller Hallook's report shows 


that for the support of the State Prison 
for the yearn 1881-83, the sum of $100,- 
000 was .appropriated, and there has 
been expended the Bum of '$97,373 96. 
The average number of prisoners has 
been about 129, and the average cost 
per capita, for their oare^support, and 
transportation has been about $1 03 
per diem; boots and shoes furnished 
prisoners not included. 


Sixty thousand dollars were appropri- 


ated by the last legislature for the pur- 
pose of carrying on the manufacture of 
boots and shoes at the State Prison for 
the years 1881-82, and $49,794 45 of 
the amount has been expended. 
The 


business has been carried on at a loss, 
goods furnished prisoners not consid- 
ered, as will appear by the following 
statement for eighteen months, ending 
September 30, 1882:

If statement were made from Decem- 


ber 31, 1880, it would show a greater 
loss; but during the first quarter of 
1881 the stock on hand was re-valued at 
a sum much less than the valuation of 
December 31, 1880, and statement is 
made from March 31, 1881, that it may 
be more readily comprehended. 


The amount outstanding on credit

OEPUECIAT10N JOF VALUES. 


Among the chaug es recommended by 


the Tariff Commission is the annexed: 


In schedule K—wool and woollens— 


the distinction between washed and un- 
washed is removed, and the duty is 
fixed at the same figure as that imposed 
upon washed wool by the present law. 
Ou woollen rags, shoddy and waste, the 
duty is fixed at 10 cents instead of 12 
cents per pound. Upon woollen cloths 
of all grades the duty is fixed at 40 cents 
per pound. 


Undoubtedly this will affect all Ne- 


vada men engaged in sheep raising, and 
we are inclined to believe greatly to 
their detriment. 


The Austin Reveille has this: 
The people of Kouo are holding pub- 


lic meetings to discuss economy in 
State and county affairs. 
Figures have 


been collected showing that it costs a 
million dollars yearly to run our State 
and county governments, and that there 
is but forty millions of taxable property 
in the State, thus showing that the 
taxes would absoib the entire State in 
forty years. This is an alarming show- 
ing, and to prevent bankruptcy cirefol 
attention slumld be paid to our public 
service. Here is a chance for a display 
of statesmanship and economy which 
should not be lost sight of. 


Controller Hallook's report shows 


that Churchill, Elko, Eameraldu, Lan- 
der, Lincoln and Washoe counties, in 
1882, show an increase of assessable 
property valuations, over 1881, to the 
amount of $1,074,077 15, but Douglas, 
Eureka, Humboldt, Lyon, Nye, Ormsby, 
Storey and White Pine counties show a 
decrease to the amount of $2,071,- 
980 45; and a total decrease in the State 
of $997,903 30. 


The depreciation is most marked in 


Storey county, which showed a valua- 
tion in 1881 of $5,212,823 39, and in 
1882 of $3,926,216 10; a decrease of 
$1,286,007 29. 


The decrease of the net proceeds of 


mines for the year was principally in 
the counties of Esmeralda, Eureka and 
Lander, and amounted to $801,817 11, 
making a total decrease of assessable 
valuations of $1,799,720 41. 


The total valuations for 1882, includ- 


ing the net proceeds of mines, amounted 
to $29,109,889 86. 


E. T. George, editor of the Lewis 


Herald, returned home recently from a 
thorough inspection of the mining coun- 
try in the southern counties of Nevada. 
He ia a very intelligent gentleman, a 
practical miner and a very close ob- 
server. He gives in the following arti- 
cle some very useful hints. Mr. George 
says: 


During our trip through the southern 


part of Nevada we were surprised at the 
number of reduction works that had 
been erected in the different mining 
camps and lying idle, monuments of 
folly and mismanagement. 
If 
one- 


fourth the amount of capital had been 
expended in exploring the mines that 
has been wasted in erecting those ex- 
E 


ensive works, our State would to-day 
e the greatest bullion producer in the 


world. Valuable mines are lying idle, 
which, if worked on legitimate business 
principles, would be dividend payers, 
but useless expenditures and gross mis- 
management have caused stockholders 
to refuse to contribute any farther 
funds, and the mines and mills have be- 
come almost uninhabited, where hereto- 
fore all was life and bustle, and not on 
account of the merits or demerits of the 
mines, but simply for the incapacity 
and make all ypu can for yourself man- 
agement. Nevada hss had "wild oa( 
and stock jobbery" enough. While our 
neighboring mineral States are enjoying 
a season of prosperity, Nevada is uu 
dergoiug a season of dullness unparal- 
leled in her history, and through no 
fault of her mines or mineral wealth 
We believe that our State is the bea 
mineralized State of Territory in the 
Union, if properly worked, and in al 
our principal mining camps it has beet 
proven beyond a doubt that our minera 
veins are continued to as great a depth 
as in any other country in the world 
Then why should so many of our mines 
be lying idle to-day? 
Let any person 


who has been a resident of those camp 
answer the question. Is it through the 
mines giving out, or on account of the 
poorness of the ore? 
Can they truth 


fully say yes in either case. There maj 
be some few exceptions, but the greate 
number will have to be laid to the inca 
pacity of the management and useles 
expenditures iu salaries to non-pro 
duoers. How many mines are there 
whose pay-roll for miners and mill men 
equal ^he amount paid out to supernu 
meraries, many of whom have neve 
seen a mine, and know no more abou 
mining than a cow does about haurtlini 
a musket. Mining can be made a pay 
ing business, and will pay a larger rati 
of interest on the amount invested than 
almost any other business, but must 
conducted on the same business princi 
pies that any other business is con 
ducted on, then, and not till then, wil 
our State return to its old time prosper 
ity, and it should be the endeavor to al 
interested in mining and the welfare o 
the State of Nevada, to do all in thei 
power to encourage legitimate miniug 
and discourage wildcat schemes 
( 


stock jobberies. 


The Commissioner of the Land OfBoo 


recommends that all pre-emption laws 
be repealed, because entries may now 
be made under the Homestead law iu 
all bona fide cases of pre-emption. A 
bill before the House contains a provi- 
sion for this repeal. Another bill pro- 
vides that all bills authorizing sales of 
public' land be repealed. This ia to 
prevent speculators from getting hold 
of lauds which should be reserved for 
.actual settlors. 


Attorney <jeueral Ulnrphy. 


Hon. M. A. Murphy, our new Dis- 


trict Judge, says the jLyon county Times, 
lame over from Carson on Tuesday 
morning and returned the same even- 
ing. Judge Muiphy leaves the office of 
Attorney General with an excellent rec- 
ord as an efficient and energetic officer, 
and brings to the bench a bright reputa- 
tation for legal ability, application to 
duty and impartial clear headed judge- 
meat. Under Judge Murphy our legal 
business will be ably managed, and from 
his past career there is every reason for 
predicting that the 3d District will be 
able to boast of possessing one of the 
brightest, readiest and most accurate 
District Judges in the State.

C. Y. SHBMON, Eaq« Walker, A. T.— 
Sir:—I am in receipt of your letter with 
out date, in which you state that all the 
mining claims in your vicinity are 1501 
feet in length and 600 feet in width, urn 
a large number of them contain mart 
than one vein; that it is rumored tha 
information had been received from 
Washington tbat the original locators 
could only hold one vein or lode within 
the 
boundaries 
of their respective 


claims, and that outside parties could 
go upon such olaims.looate and hold on 
of the veins. You ask if this is true 
and whether outside parties have a righi 
to enter upon claims properly located, 
and out timber therefrom, for bnildinj 
or other purposes, or reside thereon, or 
work the same for the placer mineral. 


In reply I have to state, by the act oi 


July 9, 1865, the miner could only ao 
quire and hold one lode or vein within 
the limits of his surface location; bu 
the act of May 10, 1872, gave the locator 
of a lode claim additional rights; i 
granted to him a specific quantity o 
surface ground, the lode located and al 
other veins or lodes the apices of which 
lie within tho surface lines of his loca- 
tion. Such veins are not subject to 
location ot relocation so long as the 
original locator complies with the law 
nor would a stranger be authorized to 
reside upon the claim, or out timber 
standing thereon, without the couseu 
of the owner; and any forcible attempi 
to do so would be a trespass. The own- 
er's remedy would be iu the loca 
courts. See letter of Secretary of Inte- 
rior to this office, under date of Septem- 
ber 30, 1882. 
(Washington Law Re- 


porter, pp. 63(5.) The locator of u. lode 
claim acquires the right to all surface 
ground embraced within the exterior 
boundaries of his location, not previous- 
ly reservei or appropriated, and the dis- 
covery of mineral thereon would noi 
authorize an outside party to go upon 
the claim for the purpose of 
thereon.

traffic, 


which was strictly the property of the 


overnment, aud which may run into 


;he hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
J?he Appeal says "Colonel De Ahne 
does not state what steps, if any, will be 
taken to punish the depredators. With 
very few exceptions they are poor meu, 
who have accomplished no more than to 
earn a meagre livelihood by their thefts. 
It is more than likely, however, that the 
Government will institute criminal pro- 
ceedings against 
those 
individuals.
